Commission.

The New York Herald recently pub- -

Revelations contained in the report oi
the royal commission ou the conduct of
the war in South Africa have filled all
England frith consternation and indig-
nation. From three volumes just is-

sued much has been suppressed "in the
public interest," but enough remains
apparently to justify the opinion freely
expressed that the war otlice at the
outbreak of the trouble was iu a state
of incompetency which is nothing short
of amazing.

The testimony of General Nicholson
shows that the intelligence sectiou of
the war ofiice relating to South Africa
before the war was run with a force of

only two oilieers and one .clerk. The
treasury, against the united recom-

mendation of the Avar office, had re-

fused any increase, and hence it was
not surprising when England went to
war that there was no effective map of
the Orange Free' State, the Transvaal
or Natal. To quote General Kitche-
ner's own testimony, according to otU

cial memoranda, the field intelligence
department had to be created from the
very beginning.

General Nicholson is responsible for
the Information that there was practi-
cally no valid connection between the
Intelligence department and the defense
committee of the cabinet. The British
local defense scheme was based on in-

adequate forces. It was merely that
tho generals reported how they could
make the best of what troops they had.
The experts prepared a plan of mobili-
zation in the early summer, but the
government would not vote the extra
money until forced to do so. This was

It also is stated that nu-
merous documents have been preserved
which had been piven to Indian chiefs
and others by officials of the United
States showing the presence in the I.ynn
canal inlets of naval and other authori-
ties of the United States annually for
twenty years after the, United States ac-

quired the territory. It is contended that
this occupation and control were known
to the Canadian government and its peo-

ple.
Discussing the boundaries proposed by

Great Britain, the commission makes ref-
erence to the instability of the Canadian
contention on this point and concludes
that "the United States has from the
time of the cession of Alaska to the pres-
ent day maintained but one interpretation
of the treaty of lSZa. Its position has
been open and known to the world. It is
the same which was presented to the tri-

bunal in its case and which it now re-

iterates in this counter .case."
A Careful Stnily of Boemuents,

Tha argument in the case is a careful
study of maps, treaties and other docu-
ments beating upon the boundary conten-
tion, and it is Intended to drive home the
facts presented in the statements to which
reference has been made. Considerable
space is devoted to the-par- t played by
the Klondike gold discoveries in arous-

ing Great Britain's Interest in the con
troversy, and in this connection notice is
taken of an assertion mads by the Brit-
ish commissioners that the towns of Dyea
and Slsaguay owed their existence to the
migration to the Klondike. They assort,
on the contrary, that Dyea was founded
in lssij and Skaguay in ISA They con-

tradict flatly a contention made by the
British commissioners to the efect that
"Canada s claim to the territories at the
head of Bymi canal was at the time well
known to the United States government."

"This," tuey scty, "is a gratuitous as-

sertion. There Is no proof to sustain it.
Canada never put forward any such claim
to the United States. The claim was first
made in IMS by Great Britain before the
Joint high commission."

It is said that "if the Canadian govern-
ment hud Instructed British vessels to
disregard these regulations there would
have been grave danger of a serious col-

lision." There undoubtedly would have
been a collision, Just as certainly as if
they had been Instructed to disregard
the regulations of the port of New York.

Strong exception also is taken to the
contention that there was a reservation
on the part of Great Britain when the
United States volunteered to create a

port of entry at Dyea. The argument as-

serts that whatever reservation there
was was made by a commissioner of cus-

toms and that he had no authority in the
premises.

DATE OF ORAL ARGUMENTS.

Only After Uolil Discovery
In tlie Klondike.

London, Sept. 4. The Alaskan bound-

ary commissioners durim; the day held
their first meeting in the conference
room of the foreign otfieo. .

Prior to the formal assembling tbo
commissioners met in their private con
ference room and selected Reginald T,
Tower of the British diplomatic serv
ice, formerly attached to the legal
at Washington and recently minister
to Siam, to be secretary of the commis
sion. J. It. Carter, second secretary ot
the United States embassy, and Mr.
Pope, a representative of the Canadian
government, were appointed assistant
secretaries. Lord Chief Justice Alvor
stone was subsequently chosen chair
man of the commission.

Lord Alversione, after formally an
nouncing that the commission was ir
session, stating that he had been so
lected as president, an honor which he
highly appreciated, and saying ibat
Mr. Tower had been selected as sec
retary and Mr. Carter and Joseph
Pope as assistant secretaries, asked
counsel when they desired to begin the
oral arguments. Sir Robert B. Finlav
the attorney general, in behalf cf the
British counsel, suggested that nt least
two weeks would be required for prep
aration, to which Judge John M. Dick
inson, representing the American conn
Bel, assented, though he said the Amer-
ican counsel would be ready in a week.

Oral Arguments to Knil Oct. n.
Lord Alverstone asked when the oral

arguments would bd finished, and At-

torney General Finlay suggested Oct.
13, but bis lordship remarked that he
thought a shorter period was advisable,
and Oct. 9 was fixed upon.

The commission decided to sit five
days per week, commencing Sept. 15
and excluding Saturdays, and to be In
session from 11 a. m. to 4 p. m. dally.
and granted permission for a limited
number of representatives of the press
to attend the sittings.

In order that the presentation of the
cases may be exhaustive it has been
arranged that three of counsel for each
government shall make arguments, the
British opening and being followed al-

ternately by Americans and British,
the former securing the advantage ol
delivering the closing argument.

The commission then removed the in-

junction of secrecy on all documents
hitherto exchanged, anil the sitting war
adjourned.

The American Case.
The documents covering the Ameri-

can presentation of the case are com-

prised in three volumes, makhig'a total
of about 1.100 pages. In addition there
also are two volumes of maps. The
largest of the volumes of text contains
the original statement by the American
commissioners, while one of .the smaller
volumes presents the American coun-

ter case in rejoinder to the British case
and the other the argument of the
American commissioners. The follow-
ing Is an abstract of these documents:

In the first volume the questions al
IsHuennmely, what is intended to be the
point of commencement f the line of

between the United States and
Cannda, what Is the Portland channel,
what course the line should take to the
entrance of that channel, to what point
cf the fifty-sixt- h parallel the line should
b drawn from the head of Portland
channel and other familiar questions are
discussed. There also is extensive discus-
sion of the extent of the strip of terri-
tory along the coast on the mainland that
Russia conveyed to the United States by
the treaty of 1S67. It appears from the
document that Great Britain concedes
that the llns begins at Cape Muzon,

The United States contends that It was
the Intention of the powers which signed
the treaty of irff, to confirm in full sov-

ereignty to Russia a continuous strip oi
Hslere along the continental shores of the
northwest coast of America extending
from Portland channel to the one hundred
and forty-fir- st meridian of longitude, west
of Greenwich, ainthat such Btrip was to
be ten marine leagues measured from the
hads of all gulfs and other arms of the
sea unless there was within that distance
a range of mountains. The contention Is
further made that there is no such moun
tain ranpe. It also is urged that the
United States has occupied this strip o

territory ever since Its qIsltlon frn'vi
Itussia and that Hus'sia had controlled it
since the treaty of 1S25 until ceded to the
United States in ISO".

In Its counter statement the American
commission makes rejoinder to points
covered in the presentation of the .Brit-

ish side of the case, which It Clears con-

tains twenty or more documents which
heretofore have not been given to the
public. The additional evidence referred
to bears upon the negotiations which took
place between Great Britain and Russia
during the enrs 1823 to 1S3, and It is
contended that this new evidence in no
way alters any material contention made
in the original allegation, but that on the
contrary "it confirms and strengthens
the position of the United States." These
documents consist largely of statements
made and letters written by Mr. Pelly.
who was at that time deputy governor of
the Hudson Ji.y company, and It Is co-
ntend! that his letters fully sustain the
BBsertion that in fixing a line of demarca-
tion tha British government acted solely
'jn the interests of that company.
